First Communion Sunday is past in nearly all parishes 

- following a long period of careful instruction. Nearly all 
of you who read this received your First Holy Communion 
at a much later date than children do today. 

You had a longer course of instruction, you had greater 
mental capacity to grasp the significance of the obligation 
which you assumed and the import of the promises you 
made. You felt more the effects of the Retreat which im- 
mediately preceded your First Holy Communion, and you 
were better able to read the Communion prayers from your 
prayerbook, and to speak to your loving Savior in your own 
words. : 

Some of these advantages which you enjoy the children 
who receive the first time today are deprived of; on the 
other hand, they receive with greater innocence, and before 
their hearts ever could become attached to anything sinful. 

But the little children who receive their First Holy 
Communion at the age of eight or nine years need a great 
deal of encouragement from their parents and frequent. 
reminders of the day, whose importance they were not suffi- . 
ciently able to realize. Parents should take advantage of 

‘the good start made by their children to keep them innocent, 
to keep any bad habits from forming, even such habits as 
disobedience, anger, stubbornness, etc. To this end, parents 
should encourage children to receive Holy Communion Sun- 
day after Sunday, and to remind them between Sundays of 
every little breach of conduct. If this were done good 
habits would take deep root and exercise a control over the 
children through life. At the Same time the child would 
reach his or her majority without ever having violated a 
commandment serious!y—\because it would not be difficult 
for the child to be good from one Sunday to another, par- 
ticularly if it had no fight to wage against habits already 
formed. | 

As a child advances in school it should be encouraged 
to use its prayerbook, which it was unable to use to any 
advantage when it received its First Holy Communion. The 
practices which one begins he is likely to continue. This is 
probably the reason why so many of our young people today 
go to church without prayerbook, and depend on self-made 
prayers, even in preparation for and in thanksgiving after 
Communion. It explains the reason why people are through 
with their thanksgiving even before Mass is over, afid leave 
the church with those who have not received. The older 
ones of you will remember how all communicants were ac- 
customed to remain in church for some time after the Mass, 
and occupy themselves for at least five or ten minutes with 
their prayerbooks. . 

During the season of Lent we called your attention to 
the next great step in a child’s life after Holy Communion, 
namely, the selection of a vocation. Now, a child will never’ 
make a mistake in this selection if it be taught to commend 
itself to Almighty God, either directly. or through the 
Blessed Virgin, St. Joseph, or its patron Saint, for direc- 
tion following every Holy Communion. 

You were also reminded when we talked about vocations 
during Lent that parents are to blaine for most unanswered 


- 


calls to a religious life. Their boy often thinks of the 
Priesthood or the Brotherhood, and their girl of the Sister- 
hood, and, knowing the opposition which parents will at 
once make, are tearful of revealing their heart’s wish to 
their parents. Many others do make their wish known, only 
to be severely rebuffed, or at least told to wait longer. 


# Now, parents, bear in mind that your child has a per- 
‘fect right to embrace the religious life even against your 
will. Your child even has a duty to embrace the religious 
jife against your will if he or she feels that that is where 
God wants him or her. Try to be a help to your little First 
Communicant in his growth in the spiritual life rather than 
a hindrance. Encourage him in every good proposal; pray 
with him that Almighty God may direct him in the choice 
of a state of life. Let him make a real success of life here, 
while he builds up a big fortune for his enjoyment through- 
out eternity.

When a 
little child begins to act this way 
toward God, that child will find 
it easy to be good when he grows 
up. And by obeying God in all 
things you will always be like a 
‘little child” before God and 
then you will certainly receive 
the reward of Heaven from God, 
for “of such is the Kingdom of 
Heaven.” Hope for Heaven, chil- 
dren, and try to do only those 
things which a child of Heaven 
would do. Often ask yourself,
